SHIPBUILDERS CONFERENCE at GEARHART HOTEL July 9-10 


Shipbuilders from many parts of the country will meet at the 
Gearhart Hotel July 9 and July 10, with AMCCO as host yard for a 
conference on Ships of the AM 421 class. 


The conferences began about a year ago, when a number of ship- 
builders met together for the first time to discuss their mutual 
problems in construction of the new type minesweepers. Since 
then they have met every three months, in Seattle, San Francisco, 
New Orleans and Stamford, Connecticut. 


Their two-day meeting is divided into an opening agenda dis- 
cussion on the first day, at which the shipbuilders meet alone to 
bring up their individual problems and prepare an agenda of the 
items which they would like to talk over with Navy officials. 


On the second day, the shipbuilders hold a conference with rep- 
resentatives from the Bureau of Ships and Supervisor of Ship- 


building offices. Men from Philip L, Rhodes Company also at- 
tend this meeting. 


The agenda meeting at Gearhart will be held on Thursday, July 
9 and the discussion with Navy and Rhodes representatives is 
scheduled for the following day. 


The present conference series is based upon a plan developed 
during the early years of the Second World War. At that time 
builders of wooden minesweepers organized a group known as the 
Wooden YMS's (Wooden Wyms) Association, 


They met at regular intervals to discuss their problems among 
themselves and with Navy officials. It was at one of these confer- 
ences that John Keatley, who was then with the Bureau of Ships, 
first met AMCCO's directors, later to become one of them him- 


self. 
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Oakum, cotton, tools and the nimble 
fingers of ten men work together to fill the 
seams of the hulls and decks of AMCCO's 
ships. 

These are the elements of caulking, and 
the Lewis and Clarkcrew of ten are a vital 
link inthe speedy system that made AM 428 
lead ship in the present mineSweep pro- 
gram. 


The caulkers follow the planking team. 
When the planking of the deck and hull is 
complete, the caulking men "come aboard" 
to stuff the seams between the planks, first 
with cotton and then with oakum, a form of 
hemp. 


The caulking on deck is done witha caulk- 
ing machine which greatly speeds the pro- 
cess. Hull caulking is a hand task, though, 
performed by hammering a caulking mallet 
against a thread iron which drives the cot- 


ton and oakum into the seam quickly and 
neatly. 


On deck to operate the caulking machine 
are Thurston Rudback and William Welch, 
Other crew members work along the hull 
or attend to pick-up work, the small jobs 
on top such as house coamings which can't 
be reached efficiently by machine. 


Besides Thurston and Bill, the crew in- 
cludes John Abram, Louis Loders, Ed Du- 
haime, Earl Slack, Sam Nixon, Hjalmer 
Hjorten, Adolf Sankila and veteran ship- 
wright Hank Hansen, who is caulker lead- 
man, with a watchful eye on all phases of 
the caulking program. 


With AM 428, AM 429 and AM 480 in the 
post-launching stage, the caulkers are now 
busy on the seams of AM 481 and will soon 
begin work on the last ship of the present 
contract, AM 482.

With the coming 
of the second war, he returned to caulking at Puget 
Sound Naval Yard at Bremerton and worked later at 
the Puget Sound Bridge and Dredging Company at 
Longview.

An analysis of our accidents in the past 
year shows clearly that carelessness rather 
than unsafe conditions caused most acci- 
dents.

AM 428 TAKES 
BUILDING TRIAL 


AMCCO's first non-magnetic minesweeper, AM 428, underwent 
numerous trials during early June, both by AMCCO men and a 
Navy acceptance board. 


Builder's trials were held Wednesday and Thursday, June 10 
and 11. First trials were run on the Columbia River on Wednes- 
day. Tests of sweep gear and additional trials were made across 
the bar on Thursday during the ship's first ocean trip. 


The Navy board arrived on June 15 to look AM 428 over. On the 
two following days, extensive tests were made both onthe river 
and at sea. A conference was then held on Thursday, June 18, at 
which time the board reviewed its observations and discussed 
construction weaknesses, listing essential design changes which 
must be made before the ship can be accepted by the Navy. 


Members of the Navy board who conducted the trials were 
Captains E. T. Day, C. H. Purdue, J. L. Shank and Commander 
C. L. Fears, all of San Francisco. On hand from the Bureau of 
Ships in Washington, D. C. were Captain R. K. Anderson, Com- 
mander F. A. Hooper, Lcedr. H. W. Cortner; from San Francisco, 
Commander W. J. Condon; and from New York, T. V. Kyllonen. 


Sam Miraldi, of New York, represented Philip L. Rhodes Com- 
pany, design agents for the AM minesweepers. S, A. Peters, 
Bureau of Ships civilian expert for these ships, was also here 
from Washington, D. C.
